LaiKC.st Vote Ever Cast In A Local Municipal Contest 
Recorded As Schilt/, Froehlich, Pratt And Pegler Are 
Ketui ned— Schilt/. To Continue As Mayor By Unani¬ 
mous Vote Of The Council 

I 'lOUR INCUMBENT city officials who were candidates for re- 
election were given large majorities at Tuesday’s municipal 
election in which the largest vote ever ca.st In a city contest 
was recorded. 

Mayor William J. Schiltz had a majority of 854 votes and Coun¬ 
cilman John Froehlich’.i majority was 821 vote.s. City Clerk Waverly 
E. Pratt received a majority of 979, the large.st majority ever given 
a candidate for a city office. The veteran city treasurer, Carlton J. 
Pegler, had a majority of 284 votes. 

A total of 1,483 votes was ca.st at the polling places. The grand 
total was .swelled to 1,523 by 40 absentee ballots which will be 
counted Monday evening. Largest previou.s vote ever ca.st in a city 
election was when the present city council was elected in 1938, a* 
1,468 voters went to the polls. In 1932, the total vote was 1,437. In 
several state and general elections it was much higher. The regis¬ 
tration for this contest was 2,767, highe.st in the city’s history. 

It was generally believed that when the city council meets 
Monday evening to canva.ss the vote, it will immediately proceed 
to the election of a mayor and that Mayor William J. Schiltz will 
be the unanimous choice of his colleagues, continuing him in the 
j office which Tue.sday's vote inilicates he has filled very acceptably 
j to the public. All the four elected officials will serve four year 
j terms. At the next municipal election in 1942, three councilmen will 
i be elected.
